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USPTO refuses to answer my letter 
"missing issuance of my patent" from 15. Dec. 2005

Meanwhile, since the Decision from 17.Aug.2005 of Senior Petitions Attorney Patricia 
Faison-Ball one year passed by and since my requesting letter «missing issuance of my 
patent» from 15.Dec.2005 eight months passed by, and I do not receive my patent or an 
answer to my letter from 15.Dec.2005. 



So please tell me, why I do not receive my patent (though the Decision from 17. Aug. 2005 
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told one year ago, that it'd be processed into a patent) and why nobody answers my letter 
from 15.Dec.2005.
